Population 


The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  of 
the  Borough  for  Mid  1963  was  2,970  persons.  This  figure  shows  a 
small  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

It  would  appear  from  the  figures  for  the  past  few  years 
that  a static  period  has  been  reached  in  the  population  growth. 


Births 


live  births  numbered  41  with  a small  preponderance  of 
male  infants.  This  total  number  included  1 illegitimate  birth. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  once  again  there  were  no 
Still  Births. 


Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  Aldeburgh  in 
1963  was  45  which  is  a slight  decrease  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  The  main  causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulation,  and  malignant  disease1.  There  were  no  deaths  caused 
by  infectious  diseases  or  associated  with  pregnancy  and  it  is 
interesting  to  record  that  for  the  third  year  in  succession 
there  were  no  Infantile  Deaths  (under  1 year) . 

Taken  over  all  the  pattern  of  causes  of  death  has 
followed  fairly  closely  that  set  by  previous  years. 


Notifiable  Diseases 


During  the  year  24  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases  were  received.  Of  this  number  15  cases  were  due  to 
measles,  6 to  pneumonia  and  one  to  scarlet  fever. 

With  regard  to  Tuberculosis  two  new  cases  were  notified 
and  one  was  removed  from  the  register  during  the  year.  By  the 
end  of  the  year  the  total  number  of  cases  on  the  register 
was  nine . 
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Housing 


There  is  still  some  demand  for  houses  in  the 
Borough  although  the  urgency  is  less  than  it  was  some  years 
ago . 

The  purchase  price  of  houses  of  all  types  has 
continued  to  rise  steadily  and  has  undoubtedly  been 
increased  by  the  demand  for  weekend  cottages  and  housing 
accommodation  for  people  from  a distance  who  contemplate 
retirement  to  the  seaside.  The  effect  of  this  is  to  drive 
up  the  price  demanded  for  all  types  of  accommodation. 

The  popularity  of  the  caravan  for  holiday  purposes 
continues  unabated,  but  there  are  signs  that  the  use  of  the 
caravan  for  all  the  year  round  housing  is  increasing.  This 
aspect  of  the  housing  situation  will  have  to  be  considered 
with  care  when  the  occasion  arises. 


Sewage  Disposal 

In  previous  reports  I have  drawn  attention  to  the 
urgent  need  for  a modern  sewage  disposal  scheme  in  the  town. 
As  I have  pointed  out,  the  present  works  are  antiquated  and 
overloaded  and  in  all  probability  do  not  materially  affect 
the  strength  of  the  discharge  to  the  river. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  it  will 
be  possible  to  arrive  at  some  definite  agreement  about  the 
type  of  works  required. 


Water  Supply 

During  the  year  the  public  water  supply  has  proved 
satisfactory.  The  water  is  naturally  hard  and  does  not  show 
any  evidence  of  plumbosolvency  Chlorination  is  carried  out 
at  the  source.
